Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that fomi the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 16-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rueger et a! 
(DE 100 33 343 A1). With reference to corresponding U.S. Patent Application Publication 
2002/0046731, the fuel injection system has at least two actuator elements (10, 20, 30, 40, 50, 
60), wherein at least one actuator element is assigned to each cylinder. The injection-regulating 
system resolves conflict by triggering at least one of the actuator elements at least one of 
earlier, later, and not at all. See paragraph [0083]. Triggering as a function of at least one of 
charging and discharging edges of the actuator elements during injections to the extent claimed 
is implied in view of the disclosure at paragraphs [0077] and [0078]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 28-33 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 
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Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. McGee (US 6,386,176 B1) and Fujiwara et al (JP 2001-207898 A) disclose fuel 
injection systems wherein overlap of injection signals is prevented. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary.
